In the year 1606, in that island of the 
British seas whence the ancestors of a 
large proportion of us came to America, 
a company was formed for the purpose of 
establishing a colony in New+England, be- 
tween whom and the mother country there 
should be a mutual interchange of the 
comforts and conveniences of life. About 
the same time a setUement was pride on 
the Hudson river by that industrious and 
enterprising people who have since ex- 
tended their commerce from the fens of 
Holland to the fragent islands of India. 
At this time too, tha spirit of liberty which 
is so congenial to our natures, and which 
fad before employed itself in acts of rob- 
bery and violence, now began to assume 
a nobler form ; and instead of being a fe- 


oe spirit, persecuting its neighbors 


turing societies, and to 

their wealth for the purpose of increasing 
their enjoyments ; and which as surely 
extended the means of enjoyment to oth- 
ers. Thus has a passage been found 
through every navigable sea on the globe, 
and scarce a nation or people exists upon 
it, whose means of enjoyment is not doub- 
led by commerce. To most nations the 
beneficent hand of heaven has given a 
double portion ; and for what purpose, but 
that they might have the means of inter- 
course with each other, and be stimulated 
to that intercourse by the certain pros- 
pect, (so far as human prospects are cer- 
tain) of a realadvantage ? ‘Thus has that 
commercial spirit which pervades the 
world, and which flourishes wherever free- 
dom flourishes, been planted in our breasts 
by the author of our . > same 
commercial spirit which first prompted the 
inhabitants of Europe to plant colonies, 
has ever since existed, and ‘has, long ago, 
been ripened into system. — Lit : 
than a centory after the discovery 
is now the most commercial part of the 
United States, the famous law ¢ 

the /avigation Act was passed by the 
British Parliament. This law, at first, 
prohibited the inhabitants of the colo- 
nies from exporting the various commod- 
ities enumerated in it, to any part of 
the wort bet to Great Britain ; and to 
the commodities enumerated at the pas- 
sing of the act, were afterwards atlded 
such as the mother,country thousbt she 
migit be benefited by monopouz.ag — 
Though the’ colonics owed, m addition to 
the allegiahice’ then ackhowledgéd “by 
them, some obligutions of gratitude to 
the parent state, and though they were 
really a grateful people, yet, as we learn 
from the bistorians of that time, great 
complaints were made, strong agitations 
excited, and in some places, particnlarly 
in a great southern colony, irregtar pro- 
ceedings were produced, insomuch that, 
‘rammelied as commerce was, had not 
the colonists still continued to reap con. 
siderable benefit from it, and had they 
possessed sufficient strength, they might 
have ben provoked to shake off their al- 
legiance to the countty Whence they de- 
rived their origin, and where they still \act 
some of their dearest connexions. This

Will it be said that these 
independent freemen could not brook the 
loss of a single article of juxury.? Na; it 
was the cestraint upon their commerce 
that roused their spirits ;—that. commerce 
which they ever considered themselves c- 
qually possessed of a right to, as to the 
lands they cultivated, the houses they 
lived in, or the clothes they wore. They 
contended not for luxuries—they conten- 
ded for rights strengthened by long en- 
joyment; interwoven with all their muni- 
cipal regulations,.and even with: their ve- 
ry natures. When in the course of e- 
vents it became necessary to sacrifice, 
they sacrificed not luxuries : these they 
would have blushed to offer on the altar 
of freedom: they sacrificed their wealth, 
their peace, their blood. An industitous, 
hardy, and enlightened yeomanry, stretch- 
ing over a tract of more than twelve hun- 
dred miles ; a band of patriots and states- 
men, such as the world never before saw, 
anda vallant army, at the head of all 
whom, as guardian angel, was placed that 
man whose immortal name Americans 
can never contemplate but with veneration, 
nor hear but with rapture : Such were 
the men and such the deeds displayed to 
an admiring world, in defence of rights, 
the happy return of which we are this day 
called to celebrate. The return of which 
did I say? Andis it possible shat after 
struggling through an eight years war ; 
after incurring a vast debt ; «ter sacrifi- 
cing the best blood of your country, and 
afier having been conducted, as it were, 
by the visible hand of hearen, to the pos- 
session of ail your rights, and that pos- 
session guarded by the constitution of the 
United States—Is it possible, that after 
all this. you have been, for a singe day, 
deprived of any of these rights? And who 
deprived you of ghem ? Were you depri- 
ved of them by 4. maritime power of Bri- 
tain ; and that too while your forests were 
filled with oak ; your coasts lined with 
scamen; your towns supplied with ship- 
builders ; your country, from Georgid to 
Maine, every where intersected with nav- 
igable rivers, and your treasury full ? If, 
indeed with all these means of defence in 
your hands, you suffered the proudest na- 
val power on camh to deprive you ofa 
single right, you deserved tc lose them all. 
Have you been deptived of them by that 
Monster, who. under the title of Empe- 
ror of France, travetses Europe at the 
head of his legions. like Death with Het 
following after him ? This question I dare 
not answer. He has never appreached 
your shores Your wives and daughters 
have never been ravished or debauched 
by the brutal soldiers, or still mo bru 
Vanvers Ul HIS armies. 1S legions 
have not covered your country and con- 
sumed your substance: But there isa 
pestilence which walketh in darkness, as 
boy as a desiruction that wasteth at noon- 
ay. 

When the French revolution began, ev- 
ery generous Americany feeling in his 
own breast the hailowed fire of freedom, 
and believing every Frenchman to be ac- 
‘uated by the same generous feeling, hon- 
estly and most heartily wished it success. 
In this temper We were not open to sus- 
picion. It was impossible for us to ima- 
gine that what appeared to us to be a 
great and noble effort.of more than twen- 
ty millions of people to become free, 
should be produced by any other than the 
most laudable desires of human nature. 
In this temper were*we when secret at- 
tempts were made to embroil us in a war 
with Great-Britain—a nation with whom 
we had but just made peace, and with 
whom we had then the most extensive 
commercial connexions. Attempts were. 
even made to enlist soldiers in our Coun. | 
try and to persuade our citizens to serve 
under the banners of France. Conduct 
like this ought at once to have excited 
éur suspicion, and the nation should have 
ciied out with one voice, * We indeed 
love liberiy; but it is not the liberty of 
deceiving others ; it is not that liberty 
Which seeks to involve other nations in 
our quarrels: and above all, it is-not thet 
liberty which, under the specious garb of 
civil freedom, secks to conquer and en- 
Slave the world.” ‘There were indeed

Convinced 
of the justice and propriety of the cause I 
espoused, and conscioas. of my innocence, 
I remained firm and secure inthe invul- 
nerable moorings of my own x pra 
conscience, and never for a moment doudt- 
ed the issue ofa trial. The time which 
intervened between the accusation and my 
trial was indeed the most irksome period 
of my life, and the pain Y endured during 
that time can never be wholly removed or 
compensated for. 

Fortunately for the cause of truth and 
justice, many of the most respectable 
characters in the county were present and 
distinctly heard nry testimony, which was 
the subject of the indictment against me.
